LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 

The  New  Bodford  Standard  of  August  2  states  as  follows: 

"Demand  for  extra  staple  cotton  in  New  England  markets  was 
scattering,  with  a  small  amount  of  business  distributed  among  a 
number  of  firms.      Various  lengths  moved,  and  inquiries  wore  still 
current  for  a  numbor  of  others,  giving  the  week  an  interesting 

tone  despite  its  sluggishness.

"Mills  inquiring  for  certain  types  of  cotton  are  finding  it 
takos  longer  to  locate  the  stock  they  seek.      Inquiries  are  still 
current  for  Pima  numbor  onos,  also  inch  and  l/8th,  and  inch  and 
l/l6th.      Mills'  idea  of  price,  however,  is  said  to  be  about 
25  points  under  the  market. 

"Pima  one  and  a  half s  were  reported  to  have  moved  in  a  small  way 
at  23  to  24  cents.

"Cotton"  of  Manchester,  issue  of  July  18,  1931,  contains  the 
following  dispatch  from  tho  Sociote  Cctonnioro  d'Egypto,  S.A.E., 
Successours  de  la  Mai  son  G.  D.  Sarris,  of  Alexandria,  dated  July  9th 

"Conditions  of  tho  growing  crop  havo  become  distinctly  less 
favourable,  owing  to  the  continuation  of  oxcossive  dampness  and  the 
depredations  of  the  leaf  worm.      Tho  latter  has  inflicted  damage  to 
tho  Sakol  and  Maarad  plantations,  especially  in  Behera  Province, 
where  in  some  cases  tho  stalks  have  romainod  completely  leafless. 
The  dampness  also  has  boon  particularly  severe  in  the  northern 
portions  of  tho  Delta,  and  the  deleterious  early  morning  fogs  havo 
already  made  their  appearance  in  some  socticns,  which  is  unusually 
oarly. 

"Irrigation  waters  appear  to  bo  barely  sufficient,  and  some 
anxiety  is  felt  for  tho  all-important  last  water  rotations  before 
maturity  cf  the  bolls.      The  level  cf  the  Nile  is  tho  lowest  for 
twenty  years."

Tho  Nev;  Bedford  Standard  of  August  23  states  as  follows: 

"Extra  staple  cotton  inquiry  was  somowhat  better  during  the  past 
week  than  in  the  previous  one,  but  most  of  the  business  was  for 
fill-in  lots,  and  small  orders.      Njw  crop  offerings  are  being 
talked  about,  but  practically  nothing  of  this  description  moved. 

"Mill  men  ware  just  beginning  to  recover  from  tho  effects  of  the 
largo  crop  estimate,  and  are  more  interested  in  buying  cotton, 
although  nothing  ovor  300  to  400  bales  is  heard  in  tho  market  at 
this  time.      As  yet  the  cloth  business  has  not  pickod  up  sufficiently 

for  mills  to  tako  advantage  of  current  lew  prices  in  staples.

"Ccttcn,,  cf  Manchester,  issuo  of  August  8,  1931,  contains  the 
following  dispatch  from  tho  Socioto  Cctcnniere  d'Egypte,  S.A.E., 
Succassaurs  da  la  Mai  son  G.  D.  Sarris,  Alexandria,  datad  July  30th:- 

"Advicos  from  up-country  aro  to  tha  effect  that  tha  crop  has 
successfully  overcome  tha  adverse  factors  that  have  baen  prevalent 
since  tho  end  of  Juno,  and  that  it  has  gained  very  considerable 
ground.      Flowering  is  gtepid  and  the  formation  of  bells  is  satisfactcry. 
Tha  weather  appaars  to  hava  baan  baneficial;  it  has  been  cn  the  fresh 
side,  with  normal  dampness. 

"Tha  great  danger  that  lies  ahaad  new  is  the  great  shcrtaga  cf 
water.      Planters  ara  making  strenuous  efforts  to  obtain  as  much  water 
as  can  bo  had,  but  it  is  not  doubted  that  in  less  favoured  regions, 
and  especially  at  tha  and  cf  canals,  tha  crop  is  suffering  frcm  lack 
of  sufficient  moisture  and  a  prematura  opening  of  bells  is  feared. 

"Should  there  be  a  spell  of  very  hot  weathor  in  the  next  few  weeks 
the  maturity  of  the  bolls  may  ba  hastened  in  graat  many  sections  on 
account  of  insufficient  moisture,  to  the  detriment  of  the  yield  and 
tho  quality."
